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Greenbelt Store Monday Morning ’ Maneuvers Sund »yl Scrap Offerings Generous

It now appears that a priority 
rating for the purchase of cons¬ 
truction materials for a new gro¬ 
cery store will not be granted by 
the War Production Board, accord¬ 
ing to Tom Ricker, manager of 
Greenbelt Consumer Services. If 
it is not obtained, the already 
over-crowded Food Store will have 
to serve all of the defense homes, 
including more than 500 units 
which are not yet occupied. 

Original Plan Shelved 

Original plans anticipated a 
shopping center in the northern 
part of town, with at least a new 
food store, probably an additional 
drug store, and possibly a bowling 
alley. A second service station 
was being considered for the high 
school cross roads. 

With the entry of this country 
into the War last winter these ela¬ 
borate plans were shelved, but the 
necessity for at least a food store 
was recognized. Plans for financ¬ 
ing the new structure had been 
completed recently, and it was 
hoped that construction could be 
completed shortly after the last 
of the additional houses were filled 
in the northern section of Green¬ 
belt. 

The present WPB action would 
require some residents to carry 
groceries nearly a mile. 

Plan Improvements 

Plans have been made for im¬ 
provements in the present store, 
which will enable it to serve more 
customers. A new $1200 dairy 
unit 1 % times the size of the pre¬ 
sent one has been purchased. The 
islands on the floor which hold 
canned goods will be rebuilt to 
hold larger quantities. 

Mr. Ricker asks Greenbelt re- 
sidentp, to remember that the war 
baanildtral a shortage of both sup- 
1 uhor which,- added to 

IB* rapidly increasing population, 
presents a real problem for the 
management. “The situation of¬ 
fers Greenbelters a chance to help 
in the war effort by doing all they 
can to alleviate the situation,” 
Manager Ricker said. 

The present food store was de¬ 
signed to serve about 65 percent of 
the original 800 units and it is now 
accomodating 1100 units, some¬ 
thing many observers had pre¬ 
viously said was impossible. 

Sales for each of the last three 
weeks have been over $7500. The 
record sales week ended Septem¬ 
ber 5 with a total of $7534 taken 
in. 

Evening Schedule 
For Medical Care 
May Be Resumed 

The possibility of evening hours 
at the Health Center for two 
evenings a week was reopened 
Tuesday night, when the board of 
directors of the Greenbelt Health 
Association, at a special meeting, 
interviewed Dr. Stanley F. Morris, 
with a view to engaging him for 
part time evening work. 

Dr. Morris’s duties as a resi¬ 
dent physician at the Glenn Dale 
Sanitarium keep him at that ins¬ 
titution from 8:30 a.m. to 5 p.m. 
daily, except for weekends. He 
expressed a desire, however, to af¬ 
filiate himself with the Health As¬ 
sociation as part time physician, 
working in the evenings. 

Chairman Sherrod East says 
that the board of directors, realiz¬ 
ing the need for evening office 
hours to accomodate late workers 
and also the need for additional 
medical service in Greenbelt, is 
drawing up a special contract to 
be offered to Dr. Morris along 
these lines. 

In presenting his credentials to 
the board, Dr. Morris stated that 
he is a graduate of the University 
of Vermont, interning at Green- 
point Hospital, New York City. 
He was in general practice for a 
short time, but being especially 
interested in the study of chest 
Conditions and internal medicine 
and being offered the residency 
at Glenn Dale, he took the position 
which he now holds. He has had 
six months specialized training in

The Greenbelt Cooperative Nur¬ 
sery School opens Monday in the 
basement of 14 Parkway for its 
fourth term. Mrs. Ruth Lebergott 
will be in charge of the class which 
will be conducted from 9 to 11:30 
five mornings a week. 

The Parents Board of the Nur¬ 
sery School will meet in the school 
quarters tonight at 8 o’clock to 
make final arrangements for the 
first day of school. Mrs. John F. 
Vachon, president of the board, an¬ 
nounces that 17 applications have 
been received for the fall term. 
Since only 15 children can be ac¬ 
commodated, the remaining two 
will be placed on a waiting list, 
and will replace any children in 
the class who might move from 
town or have to drop out of the 
school for any other reason. Fur¬ 
ther applications for children three 
and four years old will be received 
in Mrs. Kinzer’s office where they 
will be placed on the .waiting list 
until an opening occurs. 

Barnhart la Treasurer 

Mrs. Paul C. Barnhart has been 
appointed acting treasurer of the 
Parents Board to collect the $5 
per month tuition fee until the 
board can meet to elect its new 
officers. 

The Cooperative Nursery School 
was formed in the spring of 1941 
for the purpose of giving children 
of pre-school age better training 
opportunities than could be afford¬ 
ed in the individual home. The 
school is equipped with toys and 
games which are designed to fur¬ 
ther the spirit of cooperation and 
socialized play. Blocks, clay, 
paints, crayons and other materials 
are provided. 

— Mrs. Vachon points out that the 
nursery-school child is at the age 
when a child learns fastest and 
needs contacts with children out¬ 
side the home in order to learn to 
work and play with others. 

The Parents Board of the Nur¬ 
sery School is composed of all the 
mothers whose children are enroll¬ 
ed in the school. One mother 
assists Mrs. Lebergott with the 
class each day. 

Co-op Stores Cut 
Debt Auother $1000 

Payment of another amount of 
$1,000 to the Consumer Distribu¬ 
tion Corporation was authorized 
by the directors of Greenbelt Con¬ 
sumer Services at a meeting Mon¬ 
day night. 

This payment reduces indebted¬ 
ness of the local stores to $20,000 
and makes $30,000 which Green¬ 
belt consumer-owners have repaid 
on the $50,000 ldan in three and 
one-half years.

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Representative Government 

In joining the rising protest against Congressional 
inaction we should take care lest we confuse criticism of 
specific Senators and Representatives with a condemnation 
of Congress as an institution. 

The record of debate and voting in the House and in 
the Senate during the 10 months we have been at war is 
not encouraging. Except for the declarations of war and 
approval of war appropriations our legislative body has 
approached each wartime problem with exasperating 
slowness. Instead of boldly grappling with the spectre of 
inflation and the attendant nightmare of adequate tax¬ 
ation for war financing many of our representatives have 
been playing petty politics and sniping at the Administra¬ 
tion. 

All supposedly unpopular legislation was being shelved 
until after the November elections. So many Senators and 
Representatives went home this summer that the serious 
consideration of any bills was a mockery. Votes for our 
soldiers, inflation control, and revenue measures were 
jeopardized by the callous demonstration of many who 
were supposed to be doing our legislative job for us. 

No wonder then, that throughout the country there 
arose a menacing murmur of protest. No surprise then, that 
President Roosevelt called upon Congress to legislate anti¬ 
inflation measures by October 1. Far from trying to 
establish a dictatorship, as hinted by the vermin press, 
the President may well have thrown this challenge at 
Congress to save its face in the eyes of the people who were 
demanding wartime speed and action on wartime measures. 
If Congressmen will take seriously their responsibility we 
shall have no further talk of getting along without the 
legislative branch of our government. 

We need our Congress. Make no mistake about that. 
If it is a poor legislative body then let us blame ourselves 
for electing such poor choices. Perhaps we expect too 
much of those we select for the exacting task of represent¬ 
ing us on the national scene. As long as there are those 
among us at home who are slow and careless, as long as 
some of us are blinded by intolerance against minority 
groups, just so long as we ourselves are willing to watch 
our own immediate personal welfare while someone else 
wins the war—we shall probably be represented in Con¬ 
gress by men of the same stripe. 

If we resent ignorance and mediocrity and native 
fascism in our legislative halls then we have a two-fold job 
on our hands. We must ourselves awake to the needs of 
today’s situation, and we must take the energy to elect the 
kind of Congressmen we think would do a better job. 


Street Dances 

Now that the use of automobiles has been curtailed, 
community functions and amusements are again assuming 
a place in the scheme of things once held in the earlier 
days of our country. Since we cannot jump into the car 
and go to the races or the ball game or the theater at any 
time that suits our fancy, we are beginning to develop a 
more pronounced community spirit. We are being forced 
to make our own fun and entertainment in and near our 
homes. 

The street dances being held in the center are one of 
the evidences of this healthy outlook. The dances are fill¬ 
ing a decided need and we hope that more ideas for com¬ 
munity entertainment will develop. 

There are, we think, a couple of improvements that 
could be made in conducting the dances. One of the com¬ 
plaints reported was that grandparent^ parents, high 
school students and six-year-olds were dancing in the same 
place at the same time. We suggest a segregation either 
by dividing the dancing area or by alternating dances 
among the age groups. This would eliminate danger to 
the youngsters and confusion for older persons, and give 
greater enjoyment to everyone. 

It is apparent, also, that the dances should be more 
thoroughly policed. Some "smart-alec” tricks have been 
reported and, in order to insure the most fun for all, such 
things should be curbed.

The price of children’s haircuts

interest barbers in working in the 
Greenbelt shop when only 25 cents 
is charged, and it is contemplated 
that new men may be needed as 
the town continues to grow” he 
explained.
